1. Short title and commencement,— (1) These uilcs n'wy

(2) They shall come into force on the date of lheii 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. —In these rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires— 

(a) “Act” means the Rogional Rural Banks Act, 197f 
(21 of 1976). 

(b) “hank” means the Hindow Gramin Bank. 

(c) wolds and expressions used liciein and not deiince 
but defined in the Act have the mcamnss, respec 
tively, assigned to them in tho Act. 

3. Minimum number of meelings of the Board.—Th( 
Board shall hold at least six meetings in a year and at leas 
one meeting in every quarter. 

4. Convening of meetings.—Meetings of the Board shal 
be convened by the Chairman. 

5. Venue of the meetings,—The meetings of the Boan 
shall be held at the head office of the bank or at such othei 
place in the notified areas as the Board may decide. 
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0. Notice of meeting and list of business.— (1) (a) The 
Chairman shall decide the time and place of every meeting 
of the floaul. 

(b) A notice of not less than fifteen days shall otdinarily 
be given to every director lor a meeting of the Hoaid and 
the notice shall lie sent to every duector at the address 
specified by him in this behalf. 

(c) \ list or business proposed to be transacted af the 
meeting shall be cnculatcd alongwith the notice. 

(d) No business, other than that for which the meeting 
was convened, shall be tiansacted at a meeting of the Board 
except with the consent of the Chairman of the meeting 
and a majority of the Onectors present unless one week’s 
notice of such business has been given in writing to llic 
Chairman. 

(2) Where it is necessaty to call an urgent meeting of 
the Board, a notice of not less than seven days shajj he 
given to each director. 

7. Special meeting of tile Board.—(1) The Chairman 
shall call a meeting of the Board after a icquisition for 
that purpose has been lcceived by him from not less than 
four directors. 

(2) The requisition shall state the purpose for which the 
meeting is required to be called. 

(3> Th mceLing shall be called not later than twenty-one 
days from the dare of receipt of the requisition. 

8. Qtioiun* for a meeting.—A quorum for a meeting of 
the Board shall be one-third of the total number of direc¬ 
tors or four whichever is higher. 

Provided that where by reason of the provision of sub¬ 
section (4) of section 14 of the Act any director is unable 
to take part in the discussion of, or vote at, a meeting of 
the Board, the quorum shall be three. 

9. Adjournment of meeting for want of quorum.—If a 
meeting of the Board could not be held for want of quorum, 
then the meeting shall automatically stand adjourned till 
the same day in the next week, at the same time and place 
or if that day is a public holiday, till the next succeeding 
day which is not a public holiday, at the same time and 
place : 

IPiovided that where a director is not present at a 
meeting adjourned for want of quorum the Chair¬ 
man shall, befoie the date to which the meeting 
stands adjourned, send notice to the director that 
the meeting was not held on the date lor want of 
quorum. 

10. Business hy circulation.—(1) A business which is to 
he tiansacted by the Board may, if the Chairman so directs, 
be referred to diicctors (other than directors vdio are absent 
from India) by circulation of papers. 

(2) Any business circulated under sub-rule (1) and ap- 
pioved by such number of directors as aie necessary to 
constitute quorum for a meeting of the Boatd who have 
recorded their views in writing shall be as effectual and 
binding a s if sticli business wero decided by the majority 
of the dircctois piesent at a mooting. 

(3) A business passed by circulation shall be deemed to be 
a business passed by the Board on the date it was signed 
by the last signatory to the business.

S.O. 399—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
29 of die Regional Rural Banks Act, 1976 (21 of 1976), 
the Central Government, after consultation with the Reserve 
Bank of India and Andhra Bank hereby makes the follow¬

5. Venue of the meetings,—-The metings of the Board 
shall be held at the head office of the bank or at such other 
place m the notified areas as the Board may decide. 

6. Notice of meeting and list of business—(1) (a) The 
Chairman shall decide the time and place ot every meeting 
of the Board. 

(b) A notice of not less than fifteen days shall ordinarily 
be given to every director for a meeting of ihe Board and 
the notice shall be sent to every director at the address 
specified by him in this behalf. 

(c) A list of business proposed to be transacted at the 
meeting shall be circulated alongwith the notice. 

(d) No business, other than that for which the meeting 
was convened, shall be transacted at a meeting of the Board 
except with tne consent of the Chairman of the meeting 
and a majority of the Directors present unless one week’s 
notice of such business ha* been given in writing to the 
Chairman. 

(2) Where, it is necessary to call an urge,it meeting of 
tiro Board, a notice of not less than seven days shall bo 
given to each director, 

7. Special meeting of the Board.—(1) The Chairman 
shall call a meeting or the Board after a requisition for 
that purpose has been received by him from npt les s than 
four directors, 

(2) The requisition shall state the purpose for which the 
meeting is required to be called. 

(3) The meeting shall be called not later than twenty-one 
days from the elate of receipt of the requisition. 

8. Quorum for a meeting.—A quorum for a meeting of 
the Board shall be one-third of the total number of direc¬ 
tors or four whichever is higher, 

Provided that whereby reasqp of the provision of sub¬ 
section (4) of section 14 of the Act any director is unable 
to take part in th c discussion of or vote at, a meeting 
of the Board, the quorum shall be three. 

9. Adjournment of meeting for want of quorum.—If a 
meeting of the Board could not' be held fo r want of quorum, 
then the meeting shall automatically stand adjourned till 
the same.day in the next week, at the same time and place 
or if that day is a public holiday, till the next succeeding 
day which is not a public holiday, at the same time and 
place . 

Provided that where a director is no present at a 
meeting adjourned for want of quorum the Chair¬ 
man shall, before the date to which the meeting 
stands adjourned send notice to the director that 
the meeting was not held on the date for want of 
quorum. 

10. Business by circulation.—(1) A business which is to 
be transacted by the Board may, if the Chairman so directs 
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be referred to directors (other than directors wjio are ab¬ 
sent from India) by circulation of papers.

S.O. 436.-—Whereas Messrs Forge and Blower Company, 
Naroda Road, Ahmedabad-3 80025 (GJ/20) (hereinafter refer, 
red to as the said establishment) have applied for exemption 
under sub-section (2A) of Section 17 of the Employees’ Pro¬ 
vident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act. 1952 (19 of 
1952) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act). 

And whereas, the Central Government is satisfied that the 
employees of the said establishment are, without making any 
separate contribution of payment of premium, in enjoyment 
of benefits under the Group Insurance Scheme of the Life 
Insurance Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
in the nature of Life Insurance which are more favourable 
to such employees that the benefits admissible under the 
Employees Deposit Linked Insurance Scheme, 1976 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said Scheme); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2A) of Section 17 of the said Act and in .continua¬ 


tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, 
S.O, 3966 dated the 1-19-1983 and subject to the conditions 
specified in the Schedule annexed hereto the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby exempts the said establishment from the opera- ] 
lion of all the provisions of the said Scheme for a further 
period of three years with effect from 2-10-1986 upto and 
inclusive of the 21-10-1989. 

SCHEDULE 

1. The employer in relation to the said establishment shall 
submit such returns to the Regional Piovidcnt Fund Com¬ 
missioner, Gujarat and maintain such accounts and provide 
such facilities for inspection as tho Cenrtal Government may 
direct from time to time. 

2. Tho employer shall pay such inspection chaigcs as the 
Central Government may, from lime to time, direct under 
clause (a) of sub-section (3A) of Section 17 of the said Act 
within 15 days from the close of every month. 

3. All expenses involved in the administration of the Group 
Insurance Scheme, including maintenance of accounts, suh- 
missin of returns, payment of insurance premia, transfer of 
accounts, payment of inspection charges etc. shall be borne 
by the employer, 

4. The employer shall display on the Notice Board of the 
establishments, a copy of tho rules of the Group Insurance 
Schemo as approved by the Central Government and, as and 
when amended, alongwith a translation of the salient fea¬ 
tures thereof, in the language of the majority of the emp¬ 
loyees. 

5. Wheieas an employee, who Is already a member of the 
Employees’ Provident Fund or the Provident Fund of an 
establishment, the employer shall immediately enrol him as 
a member of the Group Insurance Scheme and pay neces¬ 
sary premium in respect of him to the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India. 

6. The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefits avail¬ 
able to the employees under the Group Insurance Scheme 
appropriately, if the benefits available to the employees under 
the said Scheme are enhanced so that the benefits available 
under the Group Insurance Scheme are more favourable to 
the employees than the benefits admissible under the said 
Scheme. 

7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Group Insur¬ 
ance Scheme, if on the death of an employee the amount 
payable under this scheme be less than the amount that 
would be payable had employee been covered under the said 
Scheme, the employer shall pay the difference to the legal 
heir/nominee of the employee as compensation. 

8. No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insur¬ 
ance Scheme, shall be made without the prior approval of the 
Regional Provident Fund Commissioner, Gujarat and where 
any amendment is likely to effect adversely the interest of the 
employees, the regional Provident Fund Commissioner shall 
before giving his approval, give a reasonable opportunity to 
the employees to explain their point of view. 

9. Where, for any reason, the employees of the said estab¬ 
lishment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India as already 
adopted by the said establishment, or the benefits to the 
employees under this Scheme are reduced in any manner, the 
exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 

10. Where, for any reason, the employer fails to pav the 
premium etc. within the due date, as fixed by the Life Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of Tndia and the policy is allowed to lapse, 
the exemption is liable to be cancelled. 

11. Tn case of default, if any made by the employer in 
payment of premium the responsibility for payment of assur¬ 
ance benefits to the nominees or the legal heirs of deceased 
members who would have been covered under the said 
Scheme but for grant of this exemption, shall be that of the 
employer. 
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12 Upon the death of the members covered under the 
Scheme the Life Insuiance Corporation of India shall ensure 
prompt payment of sum assured to the nominee or the Legal 
heirs of the deceased member entitled for it and in any case 
within one month from the receipt of claim complete in 
all respects
